said. It took us _ 
minutes. The reserve guards were 
aroused, surpriaed and confused, but 
they caught up their guns and we 
had a hand to band encounter, and 
barely escaped war to the finish 
One shot or cas.alty would have 
meant death and destruction for 
any. 

One of our men ordered thsm to 
be quiet and no harm would occur, 
and they obeyed. In the meantime 
'imes H. Saunders, of Hickman, 

y., and Bill Murphy, of Bard well. 
Ky . had secured Ben and Tom, and 
had warned the guards that we were 
taking one of their men along, 
would kill him if they made 
alarm, (but had not taken either of 
tteir men.) They were alraid to 
aUrm until they called their roll 
and found no one miaaing. So our 
tactics, worked to perfection. Every 
one waa at his best and acted well 
his part. We escaped with our 
comrades, flanked all pickets, got 
into camp, cleaned the mud off our 
boiscs. md our two comrades, and 
lay down just before a courier from 
Forrest's quarters dashed up and 
ordered roil call and absentee noted. 

Capt. J E. Morris (now Dr. John 
Morris, of Madisonville, Tex.) waa 
happy that all were present. But 
alas ! our greatest trouble was yet 



ome. We had committed mutiny 
and the penalty was death. 

The next morning Gen. H. B. 
Lyon had Campanies L, 3d Ken- 
tucky, and I, 12th Kentucky, arrett- 
ed and put in the very prison we 
raided the night before , and the day 
following Generals Forreat. Lyon 
and Jackson aat aa a court of in- 
quiry to find out the leaders or men 
who were guilty i but we were up to 
our business, and played a little 
tactica. We held a council and 
agreed that in this court we were 
not to know or tell anything on each 
' if. W« were to know nothing 
about our ccmrades, to forget it ill, 
but to tell whatever we wanted to 
about ourselves except the truth of 
our trips. This worked well ; we 
outgeneraled the generals, and all 
released except Bob and John Bua- 
hart and John Beard. Yet the geo- 
earls got no proof against them, A 
little later Capt. Morris assisted in 
getting these released and exonerat- 
ed. Ben Brown (now dead) Md 
T. J. M ilner (now a leading physi- 
cian at Greenville, Tex.,) were kid 
out near our comp and cared for. 

General Forrest soon moved for a 
nid and the war ended. We were 
on the scout when the war closed, 
and made our way home without
